Ribot, translated from the French 
by W. Huntington ; an American revised edi¬ 
tion of Dr. W. B. Hodgson’s handy manual on 
the “ Errors in the use of English”; “ The Vision 
of Esther,” by Charles De Kay, who continues 
the story of the modern reformers of Persia 
•commenced in his former volume “The Vision 
of Nimrod and “The Metropolitan Museum 
of Art,” an illustrated folio containing views of 
the interior and numerous groups of objects, 
edited by Gen. L. P. di Cesnola, and illustrated 
by George Gibson. 

A. Williams & Co. will publish early injune» 
a new political biography, entitled “Thaddeus 
Stevens: Commoner,” by E. B. Callender, 
Member of the Massachusetts Bar. Mr. 
Stevens, as Chairman of the Reconstruction 
Committee and of the Committee on Ways and 
Means, was the central figure in the field of our 
national politics, from i860 to 1868, the most 
momentous period in the history of our country. 
There is no biography of Mr. Stevens extant, 
and it is believed that this life will be welcomed 
by all who hold the “old commoner” in affec¬ 
tionate remembrance. The book will be es¬ 
pecially valuable to all politicians, containing 
as it does, an interesting account of the birth 
and genius of the Republican party, as well as 
copious extracts from. Mr. Stevens’ famous 
speeches. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have just issued' in the 
New Pluta 7 ‘ch series “ Victor Emmanuel and 
the Attainment of Italian Unity,” by Edward 
Dicey. In the popular series of Knickerbocker 
Novels they have issued “ Gypsie,” by M. E. 
Kenney. They have in preparation some new 
American novels. One of these, “ On the 
Borderland,” is by Harriette A. Keyser; an¬ 
other, “ Margery Graham,” is by Isa E. Grey. 
They will also issue in a few weeks, simultane¬ 
ously with its publication in London, W. H. 
Mallock’s new volume, “Social Equality: a 
Study of a Missing Science.” The book is de¬ 
scribed as a pessimistic sermon on democracy 


in Europe—a democracy which he claims is 
something altogether unlike that of America, 
and in the extension and triumph of which he 
sees ruin like the ruin of old Rome. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will issue shortly 
an important volume entitled “The Faiths of 
the World.” It will present, in brief but lucid 
style, the history, characteristics, and compara¬ 
tive value of each of the great religions of the 
world—of India; the Vedic period ; Brahman¬ 
ism and Buddhism, of China, Persia, Egypt, 
Greece and Rome ; the Teutonic and Scandina¬ 
vian religions, the ancient religions of Central 
America, Judaism, Mahommedanism,and finally 
Christianity, in relation to other religions. Each 
of these topics is treated by a special student of 
it, and with a view to exact and scholarly state¬ 
ment, in popular rather than in scientific or 
controversial form, and from a Christian but not 
dogmatic point of view. 

Little, Brown & Co. have just ready a new 
work on the North American Indians, entitled 
“The Red Man and the White Man in North 
America, from its Discovery to the Present 
Time,” by George E. Ellis. The author covers 
the subject under the following heads : Span¬ 
ish Discoverers and Invaders ; The Indian : his 
origin, numbers, person, and character; The 
Indian, in his condition, resources, and sur¬ 
roundings ; Indian Tenure of Land, as viewed by 
European invaders and colonists ; The French 
and the Indians ; Colonial relations with the In¬ 
dians ; Missionary efforts among the Indians ; 
Relations of Great Britain with the Indians ; 
The United States Government and the Indians ; 
Military and peace policy with the Indians ; 
The Indians under civilization. 

George H. Ellis, Boston, has just issued 
“Wrestling and Waiting,” a book containing 
twenty-seven sermons by the late Re/. John F. 
W. Ware, for some years settled in Baltimore, 
and at the time of his death pastor of Arlington 
Street Church in Boston, the church to which 
Dr. Channing used to preach. He was a man 
of excellent ability, and the book deserves a far 
wider reading than sermons usually receive. 
It has an introduction by Rev. George L. 
Chaney, and a fine photograph portrait. An¬ 
other book of sermons is just ready at Ellis’s, 
“The Gospel of Law,” by Rev. S. J. Stewart, 
who left the Congregational pulpit at Fitchburg, 
Mass., two years since, in something of a storm, 
and has since been preaching to a Unitarian 
society in Bangor, Me. He is said to be a man 
of mark, and his book is perhaps as good an 
index as can be had of the tendency among the 
younger Unitarian ministers.

the present position of this country upon this 
subject, he is equally powerful in England, for 
all the chief English authors of ten years ago. 
Mill, Carlyle, Darwin, Spencer, and the rest— 
and Matthew Arnold is the only conspicuous 
name absent from the list—agreed cordially with 
the American view. 

“Even the ‘children of light/ therefore, to 
whom Mr. Arnold appeals, do not ‘repudiate 
Mr. Conant/ at whom he wings his shaft, who 
merely expresses the view held by the great body 
of English and American authors, not of abstract 
right, but of a possible mutually satisfactory ar¬ 
rangement under the principle of literary prop¬ 
erty recognized both by the English and the 
American fundamental law. ‘ I am not arguing/ 
says Mr. Conant/ against international copyright 
for in common with most of my countrymen I 
regard it as a just measure, and favor its adop¬ 
tion from reasons of right and policy/ He 
speaks expressly not of an abstract right, but of 
a practicable understanding, and if his ac¬ 
cents seem to Mr. Arnold to be those of Murd- 
stone, we can only wonder by what mad elf 
Fine-Ear has been bewitched.”

PRANG’S PRIZE CHRISTMAS CARDS. 

L. Prang & Co. have now ready their new 
Prize Christmas Cards for 1882-83. They con¬ 
sist of seven cards, from five to seven inches 
long, and seven to ten wide. They are the de¬ 
signs selected by the vote of the artists and the 
public, receiving in all prizes to the amount of 
$4000. Miss Dora Wheeler, upon whose card 
the two votes united, according her the 1st Ar¬ 
tists’ and 1st Popular prize ($2000), has been very 
happy in her choice of a subject—the virgin and 
child is appearing to a poor woman and her two 
scantily-clad children. The woman and children 
stand upon a globe and are supported by a tree, 
whose branches are laden with snow ; the vision 
is facing her in fc the clouds. The coloring of 
this picture is excellent, and the figures well 
done. The border is an arabesque design, 
through which angel’s heads are peeping. The 
second Popular Prize Card is by Walter Satter- 
lee. It is quaint and bright—little children in 
old-fashioned costumes singing carols to two 
other children in a cottage window. The fire 
shines through the lattice, snow-birds hop about 
on the snow, angels smile down from the clouds. 
Second Artists’ Prize Card, by Miss L. B. Hum¬ 
phrey, represents Christmas eve—a little girl in 
a white gown, kneeling before a wide fire-place, 
in which is a blazing fire, praying Santa Claus 
to forget no one on the morrow. The dark 
background, the child’s white drapery and the 
lighter surrounding panels are well contrasted. 
Third Popular Prize Card, designed by Fred¬ 
erick Diehlman, though not remarkably original 
in design, is calculated to win the popular fancy 
everywhere. A Christmas-tree full of candles, 
stands against a gold background. In front of 
it a little girl sings a carol from an open book— 
other children cluster around her, and others 
look out of the open window, where upon the 
ground beneath little birds are seen in the snow. 
The faces are well drawn and full of expression. 
The border of the picture is made of green 
leaves and holly berries, through which a rib¬ 
bon is twined, with a Christmas legend upon it. 
Third Artists’ Prize Card, by Miss L. B. Hum¬ 
phrey, betrays the artist’s preference for the 
human figure. She again concentrates herself 
upon one figure—a female in loose white dra¬ 
pery and flowing fair hair, standing upon a cres¬ 
cent—from one hand a dove has just escaped, 
from the other hangs an olive branch. The 
background is blue, the border brown and gold. 
The Fourth Popular Prize Card is by Miss Flor¬ 
ence Taber. It represents three figures return¬ 
ing from gathering holly—they are in Kate 
Greenaway costumes, and a heavy snow is fall¬ 
ing. The border is a beautiful delicate tint, 
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Publishers are requested to furnish title-page proofs and 
advance information of books forthcoming, both for entry in 
the lists and for descriptive mention. An early copy of 
each book published should be forwarded, to insure correct¬ 
ness in the final entry. 

The trade are invited to send “Communications” to the 
editor on any topic of interest to the trade, and as to which 
an interchange of opinion is desirable.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

Harpers' Weekly, in its editorial comment on 
Matthew Arnold’s article from which The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly in its issue of May 20 printed 
an extract, refers to the views presented as fol¬ 
lows : 

“What does Mr. Arnold mean by citing the 
present American position in regard to interna¬ 
tional copyright as proof of the dominating in¬ 
fluence of ‘ Mui'dstone and Quinion’ ? Consti¬ 
tutionally, the present American position is that 
of England. Literary property is protected in 
both countries, not because of the author’s right, 
but because of advantage to the state. By com¬ 
mon consent the present American position is, 
in substance, that it would be beneficial to the 
state to give the English author copyright, upon 
condition of the manufacture of the book in this 
country. This, indeed, does not acknowledge 
the complete right of the author to dispose ab¬ 
solutely and forever of the publication of his 
work. Nor does England acknowledge it. The 
copies of Shakespeare and Milton upon Mr. 
Arnold’s shelves have paid no royalty to-the 
heirs of those poets. But if Murdstone dictates 
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and some large white flowers are thrown care¬ 
lessly upon one corner. Fourth Artists’ Prize 
Card, by Alfred Fredericks—a little boy just 
awakened in his crib Christmas morning, his 
toys all around him. The design is in a circu¬ 
lar frame, the space between the circle and the 
edge of the card being in dead gold—on this 
are floating butterflies, holly sprigs, a dove, etc. 
We must not forget to call attention to the backs 
of all these cards—each one shows a special 
design. They all come fringed, and with cords 
and tassels. Besides these really artistic pict¬ 
ures, the Messrs. Prang & Co. have added 
quite a large number of new Christmas and 
New Years’ cards to their already large and 
beautiful collection, which we will describe in 
a future number of the Weekly.

American Politics. —A list of authorities to 
be consulted is given in Johnston’s History of 
American Politics (Holt.) 

Anthropology. —The Smithsonian Report, 
1880, just issued, contains a full bibliography of 
the year, by O. T. Mason. 

Darwin and Emerson are the leading sub¬ 
jects in the May number of the Providence 
Public Library Reference Lists. 

Philosophy.— No. 60 of the Journal of Specu¬ 
lative Philosophy (Appleton) contains an index 
to the contents of the entire fifteen volumes of 
the journal. 

Educational. —The School Bulletin in its cur¬ 
rent numbers is publishing a remarkably full 
list “ of books on teaching in English, which are 
known to be attainable.” 

Church Music. —Barrett’s English Church 
Composers, published in Hueffer’s “ Great Mu¬ 
sicians” series, furnishes much bibliographical 
information which may be sought in vain else¬ 
where. 

Architecture. —A valuable list of books in 
Cornell University Library, which form what 
is known as the “ White Architectural Collec¬ 
tion,” and were in large part the gift of Presi¬ 
dent White, is given in the first number of the 
Lib?'ary of Cornell University. 

Scientific Progress. —The Smithsonian 
Report, 1880, contains records of recent scien¬ 
tific progress in the various departments of 
science, by S. F. Baird, E. S. Holden, G. W. 
Hawes, G. F. Barker, W. G. Farlow, T. Gill, 
and O. T. Mason. 

Sunday School Books— The Christian Union , 
June 1, published a carefully selected list of 
books recommended for use in Sunday-School 
libraries. A list of books approved during 
the year ending May 1, 1882, by the Connecti¬ 
cut Ladies’ Commission on Sunday-school 
Books, is published in the Religious Herald , 
May 11. 

Ireland and the Land Question. —The 
March Bulletin of the Boston Public Library 
contains, introductory to a list of works lately 
added to the library, a list of the specially 
necessary and important historical works, and 
also the most interesting travels and descrip¬ 


tions of manners and customs to be found in 
the library. 

Mineralogy. —The third appendix to the 
filth edition of Dana’s Mineralogy, just pub¬ 
lished by Wiley, includes a list of mineralogical 
works published since January, 1875 ; also, a list 
of new journals devoted wholly or in part to 
mineralogical subjects ; and also a list of me¬ 
moirs upon a single mineralogical subject of 
more than ordinary importance. 

Petrarca. —“The Library of Cornell Uni¬ 
versity” is the title of a publication analogous 
to the Bulletin of Harvard University. It is 
mainly a record of recent accessions to the li¬ 
brary, with notes and bibliographical appen¬ 
dices. In the first number deserving of special 
remark is the list of Petrarch bibliographies, by 
the librarian, Prof. Willard Fiske. 

Longfellow. — Kennedy’s new book on 
Longfellow, just published by Moses King, 
contains a reprint, with corrections and addi¬ 
tions, of the Bibliography, from the Literacy 
World , Feb. 26, 1881, but omits to mention the 
important list of references for the student, pub¬ 
lished in the Providence Public Monthly Refer¬ 
ence Lists, for February, 1882, on Longfellow. 

Insurance. —The April number of the Insur¬ 
ance Times contains the first instalment of a 
“ Catalogue of Books upon Insurance Law, 
and of the most Noted Authors, Ancient and 
Modern, upon Jurisprudence Usually Cited by 
the Bench and by Text-writers upon the Law 
of Insurance.” Part I., is devoted to Marine 
Insurance and Maritime Law. Compiled by 
J. Griswold. 

History of the Middle Age. —A short ap¬ 
pendix in StillG’s “ Studies of Mediaeval His- 
tor) r ” (Lippincott), gives “ a list of books of 
authority, in French and English, concerning 
the history of the Middle Age respecting 
which Dr. Still6 remarks that it might be made 
much fuller, but that he has thought best to 
include the titles of those books only which 
may be found in any well-furnished public 
library. 

Historical Fiction. — Mr. H. Courthope 
Bowen publishes a list of over 300 Historical 
Novels and Tales in the Jotirnal of Education. 
They are grouped under different countries and 
arranged according to the periods of which they 
treat. The list is designed as an aid to history 
teaching at schools, and to school libraries 
generally. In order to make it as healthful as 
possible, the compiler, Mr. H. Courthope 
Bowen, asks earnestly for corrections and addi¬ 
tions.— Library Journal. 

Civil Service. —The March Bulletin of the 
Boston Public Library, in a note prefixed to a 
list of the most important recent publications 
upon Civil Service Reform, now in the library, 
states : “ This does not attempt to include all 
that has been written relating more or less to 
the subject. The student who wishes to pursue 
his investigations farther, especially in the early 
years of our history, is referred to Mr. Fos¬ 
ter’s Literature of Civil Service Reform. He 
also should consult the file of Harper's Weekly , 
the Nation, and Congressional Record.” A list 
of works relating to the German Civil Service 
is given in the fiist number of the “Library of 
Cornell University.” 
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NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

M. Louis Blanc is engaged in preparing for 
publication a complete edition of his works. 

Le Livre states that M. Emile Ollivier is 
writing another book on the Church and State 
in Italy and France. 

Dr. Jules Jusserand has almost completed 
a “ History of English Literature,” to be pub¬ 
lished in one volume. 

George W. Cable, the New Orleans novelist, 
is hard at work upon a romance dealing with 
American types in that city. 

The Earl of Lytton is engaged in preparing 
for publication during the ensuing autumn the 
earlier volumes of his father's life. 

L. Pylodet has nearly finished the compila¬ 
tion of a complete vocabulary of the menu in¬ 
tended for the use of the chef as well as the 

gourmet. 

Bret Harte’s recollections of Longfellow 
will appear in the next number of Good Words. 
They have already been published in German 
in a Vienna journal. 

John Morley, after retiring in November 
from the editorship of The Fortnightly Review 
wilt devote all the time not given to editing The 
Pall Mall Gazette to purely literary work. 

Mr. Edward Greey, of New York, author of 
“ Young Americans in Japan,” will return to 
Japan next month to collect material for a work 
on the Keramic Art of the far East. 

Prof. Schuchardt, of the University of 
Graz, is engaged on a bibliography of the so- 
called Creole languages, the literature of which 
is much richer than is generally assumed. 

Mr. Darwin has, it seems, left an autobiog¬ 
raphy behind him, There has also been found 
among his papers a sketch of his father about 
equal in length to that of his grandfather, which 
was published some time ago. 

Miss Susan Hale has gone to Europe to 
collect the material of the third “ Family 
Flight,” which will be taken " through Spain.” 
The manuscript for the second, “over Egypt 
and Syria,” is now in preparation for the com¬ 
ing holiday season. 

Rev. A. G. L’Estrange is editing a work 
entitled “ The Friendships of Mary Russell 
Mitford in Letters from her Literary Corre¬ 
spondents.” It will contain letters from W. M. 
Macready, William Cobbett, Douglas Jerrold, 
John Ruskin, Barry Cornwall, Mrs. Trollope, 
Mrs. Hemans, Joanna Baillie, Harriet Martin- 
•eau, Miss Edgeworth, and James T. Fields. 
The book, it is announced, will throw quite as 
much light on Miss Mitford’s character as on 
that of her correspondents. 

The Rev. Julius H. Ward is engaged in pre¬ 
paring a memorial volume on Ralph Waldo 
Emerson for immediate publication. It will in¬ 
clude, with a large amount of original matter, 
whatever in the way of story, comment, or song 
is worthy of preservation in present writing, 
and is intended to meet the wants of those who 
wish to know more about Mr. Emerson person¬ 
ally than has heretofore been accessible. It is 
stated that Mr. Ward’s work in no way inter¬ 
feres with the forthcoming “ Life and Letters of 
Emerson,” which Mr. J. Eliot Cabot will pub¬ 
lish in due time. 


STATIONERY NOTES. 

Ivison, Blakeman, Taylor & Co. have just 
placed upon the market two sizes of stone bot¬ 
tle ink-stands, known as the “ Miniature” and 
“ Dwarf.” Both sizes contain the best quality 
of the firm’s inks, and are sold at a very low 
retail price. 

E. & H. T. Anthony & Co. have just ready 
a handsome photograph of Edwin Booth, by 
Sarony. The photograph is issued in two styles 
—cabinet, and panel (7x13), heavily mounted, 
and is interesting from the fact that it is the last 
for which the great tragedian will sit. They 
have also issued photographs of Miss Minnie 
Maddern, of the Park Theatre, New York, and 
of Miss Lilian Olcott, a new dramatic “ star” 
of Brooklyn. 

L. Prang & Co. have several new plaques 
which are very beautiful, embracing subjects in 
flowers, landscapes, and figures from some of 
our best painters. Two subjects are roses, 
from paintings by G. C. Lambdin, one of the 
first flower painters in this country. There are 
also “ Cupid and Psyche,” after Riedel, and 
landscapes by Benjamin Champney. These 
goods are very heavily mounted and varnished, 
so as to exactly resemble porcelain, but are 
more lasting than those of that material, be¬ 
cause they are not easily broken.

This 
will embody an account of the operations—es¬ 
pecially at Vicksburg and Port Hudson—by 
which the Mississippi River and its shores were 
restored to the control of the Union. In ac¬ 
cordance with many suggestions from students 
of the war, it has been decided to devote the 
remaining volume (11) to “The Shenandoah 
Valley”—the campaign of Sheridan—by a wri¬ 
ter of acknowledged competence, whose name 
will shortly be announced.
